In order to make your message most ef- 
fective, we suggest that you make it 
brief and adopt an individual point of 
view, for it is that type of correspond- 
ence which gets real consideration. Lit- 
tle attention is paid to form letters other 
than to count their total number, whereas 
any one individual letter may’ give the 
Forest Service an individual slant of 
special value in making a final decision,

Sierra Club members on the San Jacinto 
tramway proposal. In the March 20 
Yodeler you were alerted, in the March 
bulletin you were flashed the signal to 
get ready, Soon you will receive in the 
mail (probably this week) your copy of The 
Living Wilderness. Before you put it ~ 
aside, read the article by Harry C. James 
on San Jacinto, It will interest you,.

While the Forest Service notice says 
the hearing is only concerned with the 
elimination of the South Half of Section 
12 from the Primitive Area, this is the

On March 26 under thréatening ‘sides a 
group of the NSS went into the country 
southeast of Livermore to Corral Hollow,° 
‘On the way, bright patches of buttercups, 
baby blue eyes, and poppies were seen. 
The first stop was made at the highest 
point of the road before the drop-off 
into the Hollow, On the open slopes 
were growing’a creamy jewel weed,’ or 
Streptanthus, 4long with Brodiaea, wild 
yellow violets, and others, After drop= 
ping into the floor of the Hollow and 
parking the cars the party made an ascent 
of one of the narrow canyons running to 
the north, 

There we sav a great display of one of 
the flowers that makes this area unique 
in Northern California--a great mass of 
desert Coreopsis. 

At the’top of the ridge we sav a band 
of sheep, something which has done great 
damage to the area and léft parts of it 
quite bare of vegetation. Later ony a 
small expedition found that a large blue 
patch was Phacelia ciliata, showy and 
fragrant, Another expedition, made after 
the main group left, found that large 
numbers of huge flowered fiddle neck, Ame,.
